W ednesday the reservation for the 
chandelier-hung conference room ex­ 
pires. Indications w ere th a t accord 
would be reached before th a t time. 
The conference had hoped for a de­ 
cision over the week-end but th e rail 
executives w ere delayed in draw ing up 
their final offer. 
N either David B. Robertson, who 
heads the com m ittee of 21 union chair­ 
men, nor Daniel Willard, rail execu­ 
tives’ chairm an, would hint at the sub­ 
stance 
of 
the 
statem ent. 
It 
was 
learned, however, th a t the railroads 
have modified slightly th eir original 
stand in regard to union dem ands for 
unem ploym ent relief. 
R em ove Certain Qualifications 
T he changes believed m ade w ere re­ 
moval of certain qualifications for sup­ 
port of the em ploym ent program . The 
executives revealed no change of prin­ 
ciple, it was understood. 
The 21 union chairm en m et today 
w ith the alm ost 800 union observers 
to discuss th e note. Until th eir form al 
answ er is m ade there will be no con­ 
ference betw een the capital and la­ 
bor groups. 
If agreem ent is reached at the m eet­ 
ing it will be the first tim e in A m er­ 
ican history th a t so far-reaching a de­ 
cision has been m ade by capital and 
lbaor in am icable conference.

W ashington, Jan. 25.—(U.P>—The de­ 
pression cut heavily into federal in­ 
come during the calendar year 1931. 
W ith rates one per cent higher th an 
in the previous year, receipts dropped 
from $2,332,968,393 in 1930 to $1,368,- 
053,467 in 1931—an average of m ore 
th an $2,500,000 a day. 
Total internal revenue collections in 
1931 w ere $1,914,054,622, a decrease of 
$1,018,911,438. The drop w as alm ost en­ 
tirely in income taxes, w hich decreased 
$964,932,928. 
Miscellaneous taxes, including those 
on tobacco, fell off $53,978,511. 
R educed 
income 
collections 
were 
m ost noticeable in agricultural sec­ 
tions, w here they w ere about 25 per 
cent less th a n in industrial areas. Min­ 
ing states also suffered heavily. N orth 
D akota paid the least of any state, 
with South D akota third.

three-inch rain over the week-end sent 
flood w aters over a million acres in 
n o rthern 
Mississippi, 
increased 
suf­ 
fering am ong refugees and brought 
the first reports of disease from the 
stricken district. 
More than 100,000 persons w ere af­ 
fected by the flood, m any of 
them 
homeless and hungry. Suffering be­ 
cam e more acute w ith a g reater sh o rt­ 
age of food, 
clothing 
and 
shelter. 
Some refugees have been 
living 
in 
tem p o rary shelters for six weeks, and 
have suffered from exposure and u n ­ 
dernourishm ent. These hardships led 
to the fear th a t disease m ight become 
As rivers continued to rise, flood 
w aters crept into the lower delta re­ 
gion, threatening thousands of acres 
of fertile truck farm in g lands. To th at 
property loss was added the fea r th a t 
should the w aters not recede soon h u n ­ 
dreds of cotton plantations would not 
be 
planted 
this 
year. 
H um phreys 
county was th e hardest hit by the 
new advance of water. 
W ork w ent forw ard today to pro­ 
tect Belonzi from the Yazoo river to r­ 
rents which pounded through a levee 
S aturday night. A railroad with its 
slight em bankm ent offered some pro­ 
tection of the town, but a shipm ent 
of 40,000 sacks of sand arrived with 
which w orkers hoped to construct a 
new levee system. 
Crowder, another town, was isolated 
entirely. T hat point served as con­ 
centration com p for 1,000 refugees.

The two w ere named on the rec­ 
om m endation and advice 
of 
dem o­ 
cratic leaders in both houses of con­ 
gress. The appointm ents m ust be con­ 
firmed by the senate. 
Couch, who is from Pine Bluff, Aik., 
is president of the A rkansas Trust 
company. 
Jones is a leading financier in Texas. 
He is interested in several banks and 
has had a wide experience in finan­ 
cial and industrial matters. 
The other four m embers of the board 
are republicans—Charles 
O. 
Dawes, 
Governor E ugene Meyer of the fed­ 
eral reserve board. Secretary of T reas­ 
ury Mellon an d Paul Bettor, head of 
the farm loan board. Dawes is presi­ 
dent of th e corporation and Meyer 
chairm an of the board.

W ashington, Jan. 25.—<U.E)—The hal­ 
lowed B ryan war-cry, “16 to I,’’ rang 
through the senate today as Senator 
B urton K. Wheeler, Dem., Mont., rose 
to dem and passage of a bill which 
would 
re-establish 
the 
bi - metallic 
standard in the United States. 
Rem onetization of silver at th e ra­ 
tio of 16 to I with gold would, he con­ 
tended, raise world com m odity levels 
and enable Am erican 
producers 
to 
com pete in foreign m arkets. 
W heeler criticized the ad m in istra­ 
tion program as 
helping 
only 
the 
bankers, the railroads and th e insur­ 
ance companies. 
“How about doing som ething to help 
the producers and wage w orkers of 
this country,” he said, “not by some 
m akeshift but by doing som ething fun­ 
dam ental to help raise the price level 
of commodities and the purchasing 
power of millions of our people? 
“By failing to keep the quantity of 
money increasing according to popu­ 
lation and dem and,” he continued, “the 
trend of prices will be dow nw ard.” 
H e asserted th a t the gold standard 
had raised the value of the dollar to 
$1.50 and th a t this proved too great 
a handicap to A m erican com modities 
producers com peting in foreign m a r­ 
kets. 
“W e are practically the only great 
com m ercial cold standard country to­ 
day,” W heeler proceeded, "and if our 
bankers are successful in keeping us 
on the gold standard, it will m ean a 
prolonged depression. This depression 
cannot end while the bankers hold the 
price level of commodities down, with 
its a tten d a n t unem ployment, by m eans 
of their control 
of 
the 
purchasing 
power of money and credit.” 


COMPROMISE CANDIDATE 
VIEWED AS DEMS CHOICE 


LONG, AVOWED “LOUISIANA KINGFISH,” 
GIVES VIEWS ON POLITICAL SITUATION 


W ashington, Jan. 25.—(HE)—H uey P. Long sat on a divan in his hotel 
room today, clad in lavendar pajam as, a cigar in one hand, a shaving brush 
and razor in the other, and explained to th e press th a t he was “the kingfish of 
the people of Louisiana.” 
Long had arrived a t 4 A. M. w ith a retinue of a dozen supporters, to as­ 
sume his seat as junior United States Senator from Louisiana. 
“W h at are your legislative p la n s?” w as about the first question asked. 
“I haven’t any,” Long snapped. 
“I m ay be the kingfish of the people in 
my state, but I ’m ju st a little fish in a big pond up here.” 
“W h a t have you to say about th e next presidential ra c e ? ” the governor 
was asked. 
“I have no preference in particular, but I m ight say th a t there are one 
or two who could win in a walk if nom inated. 
“P a t H arrison (Dem ocratic S enator from Mississippi, and an old friend 
of L ong’s) could win easily. 
Speaker J a c k G arn er and Joe Robinson (Dem o­ 
cratic Senate floor leader) would be good candidates. 
“If Alfred E. S m ith were nom inated again he would win,” the youthful 
Long said. 
B ut he added th a t Governor Roosevelt of New Y ork in his opinion 
wouldn’t have a chance. 
Robinson escorted Long before the speaker when he was sworn in when 
the Senate convened at noon.

The chief of police announced an

Madrid has been arrested

other officers sent to a m ilitary jail, 
suspected of being in touch with m on­ 
archist elements planning a coup to­ 
day sim ultaneous with a cm om unist 
outbreak. 
The authorities, learning of the plot, 
replaced the detachm ent guarding the 
storehouse with local officers and men 
of the 31st m achine gun battalion. The 
powder house supplies the am m uni­ 
tion for the whole of the Madrid g ar­

training camp. F our com m unists were 
arrested in Madrid and the city was 
quiet. O rder also was m aintained in 
the provinces,

W ashington, Jan. 25.—(UR)- Friends 
of Governor F ranklin D. Roosevelt of 
New 
York 
are 
expected 
to 
move 
quickly in every section of the coun­ 
try, hoping to nail down the demo­ 
cratic presidential nom ination of birn 
long before the national convention 
meets in June. 
The signal for inauguration of ac­ 
tivity on a nation-wide scale is Roose­ 
velt’s announcem ent of hit? candidacy 
in a letter just sent to F. W. McLean, 
secretary of the N orth D akota state 
central dem ocratic committee. Imme- 
»diate w ork to realize the Roosevelt 
hope will be seen all the way from 
New E ngland to the Pacific coast and 
from Wisconsin to Texas. 
The strateg y of the New Yor k gov­ 
ernor is based on expectation that the 
early candidate gets the nomination. 
Sometimes this works, as it did for 
Alfred E. Sm ith in 1928, and some­ 
times it doesn't, as in the cases of 
William G. McAdoo in 1924 and Cham p 
Clark in 1912. 
Roosevelt’s situation is pictured here 
about as follows: 
He now has reason to count on ap­ 
proxim ately a m ajority of the conven­ 
tion delegates. However, his fate will 
rest w ith th e rem aining votes neces 
nary to obtain a two-thirds m ajority. 
Num erous party leaders who oppose 
him are concentrating 
on 
chiseling 
aw ay to prevent this two-thirds, re­ 
sorting chiefly to setting up favorite 
sons. 
In addition Roosevelt is threatened 
by increasing though apparently un­ 
authorized 
activity 
for 
Alfred 
E. 
Smith. 
The governor, therefore, cannot wait 
to settle the issue at the convention, 
for if the balloting becomes prolonged 
he would be in serious danger of hav­ 
ing to give way 
to 
a 
com prom ise 
choice such as Newton D. B aker of 
Ohio or John N G arn er of Texas. 
Roosevelt’s direct stren g th will lie 
mostly in the south and west. His 
friends expect to have the ultim ate 
votes of Alabama, Georgia, Florida. 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Virginia in 
the south and most of the northwest, 
m ountain and Pacific coast states. In 
the east New York, with its 94 dele­ 
gates, is counted as 
the 
nest 
egg 
around which Roosevelt hopes to gath ­ 
er part of Pennsylvania, M assachu­ 
setts, provided Smith is not a can­ 
didate, and Michigan as the biggest 
group. 
Although his friends claim to have 
nearly 700 votes in prospect, as against 
770 necessary to nominate, others are 
inclined to reduce these figures m a te ­ 
rially, and regard the dem ocratic race 
as still very m uch open. 
Many political leaders here, n a tu r­ 
ally those less partial to Roosevelt, 
believe the nomination will go to a 
com prom ise candidate. Most of them 
regard B aker or G arner as the lead­ 
ing possibilities in the event the Roose­ 
velt spring drive fails.

The note sim ulated a genuine note 
from the kidnapers and was designed 
to m ake the kidnapers believe th a t 
Mrs. Bower- and the authorities had 
not received the genuine 
note 
but 
rather a note from a gang of extor­ 
tionists trying to muscle in on the case 
to collect the ransom . 
The News’ copyright portrayed Ital 
ians, who frequently have figured in 
Colorado gangster and crim inal a n ­ 
nals, as the m aster minds behind the 
abduction.

KEEP THE COUNTY AGENT, NURSE- 


F.lim inv on of tile county health nurse or the farm extension 
agent, discussion of which is indicated for the meeting of county tax­ 
payers called for Saturday express!/ for the purpose of talking taxes, 
would be the height of folly. 
To do away with the county health • urse would eliminate this 
all important branch of county welfare work vt a time when the need 
is the greatest. 
Similarly, the elimination c l the county agent would 
work a handicap upon the farmers at this lime when they need the 
expert counsel provided by a county agent and when more people 
are going back to the farms. 
The elimination of the county agent would also signalize the 
end of state and federal appropriations for this work. 
The brunt of 
the expense of his duties is born by state and federal appropriations 
and the county expenditures in connection with this office hardly justify 
any thought of doing away with thi* position in the county administra­ 
tion. 
To eliminate the county agent would practically make his work ' 
of the last several years, which has yielded vast returns in the way of 
improved farming conditions, practically without benefit. 
With the state and federal appropriations sharing in the cost of 
the county agent, it would be a costly savir./ to Crow Wing county 
taxpayers to demand his dismissal. 
Cost of a farm agent to the 
farmer averages only about I I cents a year. 
What service could they 
get any more reasonable? 
It is out of the question and all talk for the 
doing away with the office is, obviously, idle prattle. 
| 
Quite a bit of newspaper copy was written about differen , 
counties in Minnesota taking the action of eliminating the county agent. 
It was a big splurge by the counties, but a survey reveals that the coun­ 
ties later rescinded their action and retained the county agent. 
The same argument might be used in connection with the 
county nurse. 
,

It is folly to even think of eliminating the county agent or 
counyt health nurse. 


WISCONSIN'S EXPERIMENT— 
It will be interesting to see how Wisconsin’s unemployment in­ 
surance bill, recently enacted, works out. 
The bill is apparently a compromise. 
On the one hand it 
has a radical tinge, in that all the cost is to be borne by employers, 
who must set up funds guaranteeing the payment of premiums. 
On 
the other hand, it surely goes less far than most workers would want, 
in that it limits each worker’s share to not more than ten weeks of un­ 
employment pay in one year— this pay to be not more than 5 0 per 
cent of his average pay. 
Nevertheless, the measure represents a good deal more than 
any other state has been willing to do. 
Wisconsin’s experience with 
the new law will be well worth watching.

The father of the young french girl who has just been elected 
“Miss France” for 1932, has burst out with angry letters to the news­ 
papers protesting against all beauty contests as degrading and insult­ 
ing. 
Having, apparently, somewhat old-fashioned ideas about what 
is good for girls and what is not, he asserts that “ to take young girls 
around France and to other European capitals with pompous royal 
comedy, exposing them to the curiosity of blase revellers, is an insult 
to honesty ”; and there are probably plenty of American parents 
who will agree with him. 
In theory, a contest to select the nation's loveliest girl is a 
charming thing. 
In actual fact, most of the charm is rubbed off long 
before the contest is over. 
I his frenchman is not alone in his indig­ 
nation. 


DO TARIFFS PAY?—

Comments made recently by the League of Nations’ economic 
committee on the influence of national tariff walls on the present eco­ 
nomic crisis may help to bring the whole tariff question up for re­ 
newed study. 
Tile committee remarks that “creditor countries must lower 
their barriers against imports from the debtor countries or the pros­ 
pects for recovering their debts will be reduced” ; and after pointing 
out that nation alter nation has increased its tariff rates in an attempt 
to gain better economic conditions, it adds that “ the general result . . . 
is almost inevitably to prolong and seriously to aggravate tile crisis.” 
All o( this constitutes a direct challenge to the high-protection 
school, and it is not the sort of thing that can be answered by stock 
catch-phrases. 
If it leads us to a thoroughgoing and dispassionate 
survey of the merits and demerits of our tariff rates it will be a very 
good thing
